O.C. 1686/84 


On the recommendation of the undersigned, the 
Lieutenant Governor, by and with the advice and 
concurrence of the Executive Council, orders that 


WHEREAS in and by chapter 407 of the Stat- 
utes of Ontario, R.S.O. 1980, entitled ‘“‘The Public 
Commercial Vehicles Act’’, it is enacted that the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council may by order 
from time to time issue policy statements setting 
out matters to be considered by the Ontario High- 
way Transport Board when determining questions 
of public necessity and convenience, and the 
Ontario Highway Transport Board shall take such 
matters into consideration together with such other 
matters as the Ontario Highway Transport Board 
considers appropriate where the hearing or review 
is commenced after the policy statement is gazet- 
ted; 


NOW THEREFORE the Ontario Highway 
Transport Board when determining questions of 
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public necessity and convenience shall take into 
consideration the following: 


1. Where a person is applying for an operating 
licence or an extension to an existing operat- 
ing licence, the Board shall not disqualify the 
applicant on the basis of alleged violations of, 
or past convictions under, the Public Com- 
mercial Vehicles Act, if the applicant demon- 
strates a genuine and conscientious effort to 
comply with the requirements of the Public 
Commercial Vehicles Act. 


2. The Board shall only take into account the 
past record of convictions of an applicant 
where evidence is submitted that the applicant 
has flouted the law in such a manner as would 
in the Board’s view indicate that illegal beha- 
viour will continue in spite of the grant of an 
operating licence or an extension to an exist- 
ing operating licence.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
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the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming

Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are out- 
standing for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Ministry of 
Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the 
municipality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Regis- 
try Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the 
charges or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to 
determine the extent, if any, of his liability. 
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The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the proper- 
ty, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements would 
be required to remove them from the land.

NOTICE OF POSSIBLE DESIGNATION OF 
NICKEL 


BE ADVISED that nickel, in some or all of its 
forms, is currently under consideration for possible 
designation under the Occupational Health and 
Safety Act section 41, as a substance to which the 
exposure of a worker is prohibited, regulated, 
restricted, limited or controlled by regulation. This 
notice serves to provide the background and basis 
for such consideration and to call for briefs, and 
submissions relating to this proposed course of 
action. 


Background 


Nickel is used primarily as a component of some 
3,000 alloys to impart strength, toughness and cor- 
rosion resistance. It is used also in electroplating 
and as a catalyst in a variety of chemical processes. 
Nickel is used in a number of processes including 
alloying of steel, metal casting, production of non- 
ferrous alloys, plating and powder metallurgy. 


The occupational Health and Safety Division 
commissioned a report ‘‘Worker Exposure to 
Nickel and Its Compounds” October, 1982, by 
Acres Consulting Services Limited. This has been 
placed in the district offices of the Ministry of 
Labour and is also available for review in the Min- 
istry Library, 400 University Avenue, 10th Floor, 
Toronto, Ontario. 


Control Strategy 


Based upon review of the Acres Report and 
other available information, the Ministry of Labour 
is considering designation of nickel in some or all 
of its forms. 


Before a decision is made to designate nickel in 
some or all of its forms, the Ministry invites all 
interested parties to comment on the appropriate- 
ness of such action, on any issues which may result 
from such action and to provide such relevant 
unpublished information as may be available. 


The Ministry is particularly interested in new or 
unpublished information, over and above that con- 
tained in the Acres Report, on the following top- 
ics: 


— information which may further define the 
health risks associated with exposure to nickel 
compounds; 


— appropriateness of and basis for an exemption 
for an industry sector from any or all provi- 
sions of a designated substance regulation for 
nickel in any or all of its forms; 


— levels of exposure of workers in the nickel- 
consuming and _ nickel-producing industries, 
and numbers of workers exposed; 


— procedures for analyzing nickel compounds to 
allow precise identification of the form of 
nickel present in a sample; 
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— comments on the appropriate exposure limits 
(time-weighted average or maximum) for 
nickel and any of its compounds and the basis 
for such limits; and 


— comments on the appropriate provisions for 
medical surveillance of workers exposed to 
nickel or nickel compounds, the frequency of 
medical examinations, and information or cur- 
rent medical programs in place. 


Briefs and submissions should be submitted 
within 60 days (September 12, 1984) of the publi- 
cation of this notice in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and 
should be addressed to:

COAL TAR PRODUCTS 


TAKE Notice that coal tar products (including 
coal tar, coal tar pitch, coal tar pitch volatiles and 
creosote) may be designated under _ the 
Occupational Health and Safety Act, Section 41, as 
substances to which the exposure of a worker is 
prohibited, regulated, restricted, limited or con- 
trolled by regulation. This notice serves to provide 
the basis for this consideration, and to call for 
briefs and submissions in relation to this proposed 
course of action. 


Background 


Coal tar is a by-product of the manufacture of 
metallurgical coke. It is produced, together with 
other by-products, when coal is heated to high 
temperatures in a coke oven battery. Approxi- 
mately 200 kilotonnes of crude coal tar is produced 
in Ontario each year. It is refined to produce coal 
tar pitch, creosote and lighter oils. Coal tar pitch 
in turn is used in the manufacture of roofing mate- 
rials, industrial carbon products, clay pigeons, and 
coatings, sealants and road surfacing materials. 
Coal tar has also been used as a therapeutic agent 
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for treatment of skin disorders. Creosote is used as 
a wood preservative. 


The Occupational Health and Safety Division 
commissioned a consultant study of the exposure of 
workers to coal tar and coal tar pitch. The result- 
ing report, “Occupational Health Aspects of Expo- 
sure to Coal Tar Pitch Volatiles (CTPV) in On- 
tario”, by Michael Holliday and Associates, has 
been placed in the district offices of the Ministry of 
Labour. It is also available for viewing in the Min- 
istry Library, 400 University Avenue, 10th Floor, 
Toronto, Ontario. 


Control Strategy 


As a result of a review of the Holliday Report, 
the NIOSH Criteria Document (Criteria for a Rec- 
ommended Standard.....Occupational Exposure to 
Coal Tar Products, U.S. National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health, NTIS Document 
No. PB276-917 (1977)), and other available inform- 
ation, the Ministry is considering designation of 
coal tar products. 


Before making a final decision on the need to 
designate coal tar products, the Ministry seeks 
comment on the appropriateness of this course of 
action, and on any issues arising from this action 
which may be of concern to interested parties. 


In addition, the Ministry invites submission of 
new or unpublished information beyond that con- 
tained in the Holliday Report, on the following 
topics: 


— the health effects of coal tar products; 


— methods for monitoring the exposure of work- 
ers to coal tar products; 


— the levels of coal tar products to which work- 
ers in Ontario are exposed; 


— the uses of creosote and the number of work- 
ers exposed to creosote in Ontario; and 


— the extent of current therapeutic use of coal 
tar. 


Briefs and submissions should be submitted 
within 60 days (September 12, 1984) of the publi- 
cation of this Notice in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE, 
and should be addressed to:

to give personal care and supervision to one 
or more dependent children of the household 
of the applicant or recipient where in the 
opinion of the welfare administrator,

provided that the applicant, recipient or dependent 
adult otherwise remains eligible for assistance under 
the Act and this Regulation.

(3) An applicant or a recipient who is a head of a 
family with no spouse included for the purpose of 
computing the amount of assistance and who has one 
or more dependent children shall continue to be eligi- 
ble for assistance under the Act and this Regulation 
where the applicant or recipient is, with the approval 
of the welfare administrator, in attendance as a full- 
time student in an educational program that is 
approved by the welfare administrator provided that 
the applicant or recipient otherwise remains eligible 
for assistance under the Act and this Regulation. 


(4) An employable person under the age of eighteen 
years is not eligible for assistance unless the welfare 
administrator is satisfied that there are special cir- 
cumstances that justify the assistance. 


(5) A dependant is not eligible for assistance as the 
head of a family.

GENERAL 


1. The Director of the Commission is the chief 
operating officer of the Commission and, under the 
control of the Commission, shall manage the affairs of 
the Commission.

2. The accounts and records of the Commission 
shall consist of the following: 


1. A complete individual record for each con- 
tributor. 


2. A record showing all amounts received as 
payments into the Fund and deposited on 
account of the Fund.

4. A record showing the capital of the Fund, 
setting out amounts received from con- 
tributors separately for principal and for 
interest, and amounts received from the 
Treasurer separately for principal and 
for interest.

However, the person who made the request has 
indicated that the matter which was at issue has 
since been resolved by an amendment to the envi- 
ronmental assessment dated January 25, 1984 made 
by the proponent and on May 28, 1984 the person 
who made the submission withdrew the request for 
a hearing.

Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are out- 
standing for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Ministry of 
Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the 
municipality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Regis- 
try Office.

1. The plan in the Schedule is established for the 
insurance within Ontario of cucumbers. O. Reg.

Schedule 
Crop Insurance Act (Ontario) 
PLAN 


1. This plan may be cited as “The Ontario Crop 
Insurance Plan for Cucumbers”. 


2. The purpose of this plan is to provide for insur- 
ance against a loss in the production of cucumbers 
resulting from one or more of the perils designated in 
section 4. 


INTERPRETATION 
3. In this plan, 


(a) “average farm yield” means the average of 
previous yields of the planted acreage com- 
puted by the Commission on the basis of 
acreage production records of the insured 
person or such other basis as the Commission 
determines; 


(b) “processor” means a processor of cucumbers 
who is subject to the provisions of the Farm 
Products Marketing Act and the regulations 
made thereunder and any annual agreement 
for marketing of cucumbers for processing;

“cucumbers” means cucumbers produced in 
Ontario, 


(1) for processing under a_ contract 
between a grower and a processor, 
and 

(il) on acreage specified in such contract; 

(d) “ton” means 2,000 pounds. 


DESIGNATION OF PERILS 


4.—(1) Subject to subsection (2), the following are 
designated as perils for the purposes of this plan: 


1. Drought. 


2. Excessive rainfall. 


3: ‘Floed: 
AWE EOSt: 
Sawlanls 


6. Insect infestation. 
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7. Plant disease. 
8. Wild life. 
9. Wind. 


(2) The contract of insurance for cucumbers does 
not insure against a loss in the production of cucum- 
bers in a crop year resulting from insect infestation or 
plant disease unless the insured person establishes that 
he followed a recommended control program during 
the crop year. 


DESIGNATION OF CROP YEAR 


5. The crop year for cucumbers is the period from 
the 1st day of March in any year to the 15th day of 
October next following. 


CONTRACT OF INSURANCE 


6. For the purposes of this plan, the entire contract 
of insurance for cucumbers shall be deemed to be com- 
prised of, 


(a) the contract of insurance in the form pre- 
scribed by Regulation 231 of Revised Regu- 
lations of Ontario, 1980; 


(6) the application for insurance; 
(c) an endorsement for cucumbers in Form 1; 


(d) the final acreage report for each crop year; 
and 


(e) any amendment to a document referred to 
in clause (a), (0), (c) or (d) agreed upon in 
writing. 


7. An application for insurance shall, 
(a) be in a form provided by the Commission; 


(6) be accompanied by a premium deposit of at 
least $150; and 


(c) be filed with the Commission not later than 
the 1st day of May in the crop year, or such 
other date as may be determined by the 
Commission. 


DURATION OF CONTRACT 


8.—(1) A contract of insurance shall be in force for 
the crop year in respect of which it is made, and shall 
continue in force for each crop year thereafter until it is 
cancelled by the insured person or the Commission in 
the manner prescribed by subsection (2) or is termi- 
nated in accordance with the regulations. 


(2) A contract of insurance may be cancelled by the 
insured person or the Commission by notice in writing 
to the other party on or before the 1st day of May in the 
crop year during which the cancellation is to be effec- 
tive. 
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COVERAGE 


9.—(1) Subject to subsections (2), (3) and (4), the 
coverage provided under a contract of insurance shall 
be 70 per cent of the average farm yield in tons of the 
total producing acres of cucumbers grown by the 
insured person in accordance with the regulations. 


(2) The coverage provided under subsection (1) shall 
be increased following each consecutive_no claim year 
as follows: 


1. Following the first no claim year to 75 per 
cent. 


2. Following the second no claim year to 80 per 
cent. 


(3) The coverage provided under subsections (1) and 
(2) shall be decreased for claim years in steps of 5 per 
cent from the insured level in reverse progression to 
that prescribed by subsection (2) to a minimum of 60 
per cent. 


(4) Where, in any year, a claim is paid in an amount 
less than one-half of the total premium for that year, 
the coverage for the following year shall remain 
unchanged. 


(5) The number of tons determined under subsec- 
tions (1), (2) and (3) constitutes the total guaranteed 
production under a contract of insurance. 


(6) Where in the opinion of the Commission the 
insured person cannot provide adequate production 
records, the average farm yield shall be determined by 
the Commission on such other basis as it may approve. 


10. The maximum amount for which the Commis- 
sion is liable for a loss in production under a contract 
of insurance shall be the amount obtained by multi- 
plying the total guaranteed production determined 
under section 9 by the established price per ton deter- 
mined under section 11. 


11. For the purposes of this plan the established 
price per ton for cucumbers in a crop year shall be 50 
per cent of the minimum price per ton for grade three 
cucumbers negotiated in the grower-processor mar- 
keting agreement. 


PREMIUMS 


12.—(1) The total premium is $78 per acre. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), the minimum 
premium payable by an insured person in each crop 
year is $150. 


(3) The premium prescribed by subsection (1) 
includes payments in respect of premiums made by the 
Government of Canada under the Crop Insurance Act 
(Canada). 
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13.—(1) Where a contract of insurance is in force, 
the premium shall be paid in respect of each crop year 
in which the insured person produces cucumbers. 


(2) Where a premium is payable in respect of a crop 
year, the insured person shall pay the premium, less 
the premium deposit prescribed by subsection (3), to 
the Commission at the time he files the final acreage 
report prescribed by section 14. 


(3) Where a renewal premium is payable in respect 
of a crop year, the insured person shall, not later than 
the lst day of May in the crop year, pay a premium 
deposit in accordance with clause 7 (b). 


FINAL ACREAGE REPORT 


14.—(1) Every insured person shall file with the 
Commission in each crop year a final acreage report in 
a form provided by the Commission within ten days 
after the seeding of acreage to cucumbers is complete. 


(2) A final acreage report filed with the Commission 
shall not be amended without the consent in writing of 
the Commission. 


15.—(1) The Commission may revise the final 
acreage report in any or all respects and adjust the 
premium accordingly and, in such case, shall notify 
the insured person in writing forthwith respecting such 
revision and adjustment. 


(2) The insured person shall be deemed to have 
agreed with the revision of the final acreage report and 
adjustment of premium made by the Commission 
under subsection (1) unless, within ten days from the 
mailing or delivery of the notification by the Commis- 
sion, he notifies the Commission in writing that he 
rejects such revision and adjustment. 


(3) Where the Commission receives notice from an 
insured person under subsection (2), it shall notify the 
insured person in writing that the contract of insurance 
does not apply for the crop year in respect of which the 
final acreage report was filed.

WHEREAS the insured person has applied for crop 
insurance for cucumbers under The Ontario Crop 
Insurance Plan for Cucumbers, hereinafter referred to 
as “the plan”, and has paid the deposit premium pre- 
scribed thereunder; 


Now THEREFORE, subject to the Crop Insurance 
Act (Ontario) and the regulations made thereunder, 
the contract of insurance between The Crop Insurance 
Commission of Ontario and the insured person is 
hereby extended to cover cucumbers. 


HARVESTING OF PLANTED ACREAGE 


1. All acreage planted to cucumbers in a crop year 
shall be harvested unless the Commission, upon appli- 
cation therefor in writing, consents in writing to, 


(a) the use of the planted acreage or any part 
thereof for another purpose; or 

(6) the abandonment or destruction of the 

insured crop or any part thereof. 


EVALUATION OF LOSS 


2.—(1) Where loss or damage occurs at any time 
after the completion of planting, the Commission, 
upon application therefor in writing by the insured 
person, may consent in writing to, 


(a) replanting of the damaged acreage; or 


(b) the use of the damaged acreage for any other 
purpose or to the abandonment or destruc- 
tion of the insured crop on such damaged 
acreage and, in such case, the Commission 
shall determine the number of damaged acres 
and the potential production thereof. 
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(2) Where the damaged acreage is replanted to the 
insured crop in accordance with clause (1) (a), a benefit 
of $35 for each acre so replanted shall be paid and the 
contract of insurance shall continue to apply to such 
replanted acreage. 


(3) Where the damaged acreage is used for any other 
purpose or the insured crop is abandoned or destroyed 
in accordance with clause (1) (b), a benefit of $35 for 
each acre so abandoned or destroyed shall be paid and 
the contract of insurance shall cease to apply to such 
acreage. 


(4) Where the damaged acreage is not used for any 
other purpose or the crop is not abandoned or 
destroyed after the Commission has consented thereto, 
the amount of loss calculated under subparagraph (3) 
shall not be taken into account in the final adjustment 
of loss. 


(5) Where harvesting has been completed, the 
amount of loss that shall be taken into account in the 
final adjustment of loss in respect of the total planted 
acreage shall be calculated by multiplying the dif- 
ference between the guaranteed production and the 
actual production by the established price per ton. 


FINAL ADJUSTMENT OF LOSS 
FOR TOTAL PLANTED ACREAGE 


3.—(1) The Commission may cause the actual pro- 
duction of the insured crop to be appraised by any 
method that it considers proper. 


(2) The indemnity payable with respect to the total 
insured acreage in the final adjustment of loss shall be 
the sum of all loss calculations made under paragraph 
2 applicable to such acreage, but where, 

(a) the actual harvested 
acreage; or 


production of any 


(b) the potential production of any unharvested 
acreage, 


exceeds the guaranteed production of such acreage, the 
indemnity otherwise payable in respect of loss calcula- 
tions made under paragraph 2 shall be reduced by the 
amount obtained by multiplying such excess by the 
established price. 


INCORRECT ACREAGE IN FINAL 
ACREAGE REPORT 


4.—(1) Where the actual planted acreage of cucum- 
bers in a crop year is less than the planted acreage 
declared on the final acreage report, the total guaran- 
teed production and the amount of insurance shall be 
reduced proportionately. 


(2) Where the actual planted acreage of cucumbers 
in a crop year exceeds the planted acreage declared on 
the final acreage report, production from the total 
planted acreage shall be counted and there shall be no 
increase in the total guaranteed production or the 
maximum amount of indemnity payable.

65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00.

(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House.

(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of 
the House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 
(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
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reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be 
levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of 
the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before 
the same is reported to the House, the same fee as 
would by payable in the case of an incorporation 
or increase of capital under The Business Corpora- 
tions Act, less the sum of $150.00 already paid to 
the Clerk of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees 
shall be paid according to the amount of money 
involved:— 


On amounts Jess:than S10 000i. Ate: J 
On amounts over $10,000 and up to $25,000 50 
On amounts over $25,000 and up to $40,000 ES

(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice. 


Letters Patent 


67. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Charter or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


68. No Bill relating to the status of a corporation 
shall be considered by any Committee until there 
has been deposited with the Clerk of the House a 
certificate of the Minister of Revenue showing that 
all taxes payable under The Corporations Tax Act 
in respect of the corporation have been paid. 


Reference to Standing Committee after first 
reading. Exceptions 


69. Every Private Bill when read a first time, 
shall, unless it is an Estate Bill, or a Bill providing 
for a consolidation of a floating debt or for the 
consolidation or renewal of debentures (other than 
local improvement debentures) of a municipal cor- 
poration, stand referred to the appropriate Stand- 
ing Committee, and any Petitions to the House for 
or against the Bill stand referred to any such Com- 
mittee. 


Certain Municipal Applications referred to 
Ontario Municipal Board 


70. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures 
(other than local improvement debentures) stand 
referred to the Ontario Municipal Board after first 
reading. 


Board to report 


(b) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report to 
the House whether or not it is reasonable that the 
Bill, or that part thereof relating to the matters 
referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, if 
any, alterations should be made in the Bill. 


Report to Clerk 


(c) A report shall be transmitted to the Clerk of 
the House. 


Bill and report to Standing Committee 


(d) The Bill and report shall stand referred to 
the appropriate Standing Committee. 


Estate Bills referral 


71. (a) Every Estate Bill or part of a Bill that 
contains an Estate Bill provision stands referred to 
the Commissioners of Estate Bills after first read- 
ing. 

Report of Commissioners 


(b) The Commissioners of Estate Bills, or any 
two of them, shall report their opinion on the Bill 
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or the part thereof that has been submitted to 
them, and whether, presuming the allegations con- 
tained in the Preamble to be proven to the satis- 
faction of the House, it is reasonable for the Bill 
or the part thereof to pass and what, if any, altera- 
tions are necessary. 


Report sent to Clerk 


(c) A report of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills shall be transmitted to the Clerk of the 
House. 


Effect of adverse report 


(d) Where the Commissioners of Estate Bills 
report that, in their opinion, it is not reasonable 
that the Bill or the part thereof submitted to them 
pass into law, the Bill or the part thereof shall not 
be further considered. 


Bill and report to Committee 


(e) Where the Bill or the part thereof submitted 
to the Commissioners of Estate Bills is reported 
favourably by the Commissioners, the Bill and the 
report shall stand referred to the appropriate 
Standing Committee and where only part of a Bill 
is submitted to the Commissioners and the Com- 
missioners report that, in their opinion, it is not 
reasonable that the part pass into law, the Bill, 
except for the part to which the report applies, 
shall stand referred to the appropriate Committee. 


Notice re Hearing by Standing Committee 


72. (a) The Clerk of the House shall post on all 
notice boards five days notice of the date on which 
any Private Bill is to be considered by a Commit- 
tee and the notice shall be published in the Notice 
Paper. 


Notice of Next Day Meetings on Private Bills 


(b) The Clerk shall also publish in the Notice 
Paper a notice of any meeting of a Committee to 
consider Private Bills to be held on the following 
day. 


Consent of interested persons 


73. Any person whose interest or property may 
be affected by a Private Bill, when required, shall 
appear before the Committee considering the Bill 
to express his consent or objection, or may consent 
in writing, proof of which may be demanded by 
the Committee. 


On Order Paper after report 


74. Private Bills when reported by Standing 
Committees shall be placed on the Order Paper for 
second reading. 
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Bills initialled and signed by Chairman 


75. (a) The Chairman of a Committee consider- 
ing a Private Bill shall initial each section of the 
Bill as it is passed and sign the Bill. 


Amendments 


(b) Amendments shall be clearly indicated in the 
signed copy, and the amendments or additions 
shall be initialled by the Chairman. 


Reprinting amended Bills 


76. Private Bills amended by a Committee or the 
Commissioners may be reprinted before further 
consideration as the Clerk of the House may direct 
and the applicant shall pay the cost of printing the 
Bill. 


Referral after second reading 


77. Private Bills, after second reading, shall be 
ordered for third reading, unless specially ordered 
referred to the Committee of the Whole House. 


Notice required to dispense with Standing Orders 


78. Except by unanimous consent of the House 
given in case of urgent and pressing necessity, no 
motion may be made to dispense with any Stand- 
ing Order relating to Private Bills without due 
notice thereof. 


Private Bill Register 


79. A Private Bill Register shall be kept in the 
office of the Clerk of the House, in which shall be 
entered, by the Clerk appointed for that purpose, 
the name, description, and place of residence of 
the parties applying for the Bill, or of their agent, 
and all the proceedings thereon, such register to be 
open to public inspection daily, during office 
hours. 


Parliamentary Agents 


80. (a) Every Parliamentary Agent conducting 
proceedings before the House is personally respon- 
sible to the House and to the Speaker for the 
observance of the Standing Orders and Practices of 
Parliament, and also for the payment of all fees 
and charges. 


Misconduct of Agent 


(b) Any agent who wilfully acts in violation of 
the Standing Orders and Practices of Parliament, 
or who wilfully misconducts himself in prosecuting 
any proceedings before the House, is liable to an 
absolute or temporary prohibition to practise as a 
Parliamentary Agent, at the pleasure of the 
Speaker.

29. (c) Petitions may be either written or printed and only the original, properly 
signed, and addressed to the Lieutenant Governor and the Legislative Assembly need be 
presented. 


(d) Petitions may not be signed by a solicitor as such, unless he is acting for a peti- 
tioner unable to sign due to absence from the Province or illness, and only then if the 
solicitor holds a Power of Attorney to be produced to the Clerk of the House if 
required. .
